A MUDDERD LAW,
ilaported by The Bex's Bureau,

Lixcoin, Neb.,, July 14.—There is
conslderable anxiety throughout the atate
over the reglster of deeds act, which Is
found In resion laws of 1885, page 220,
This act wan senate file number 220, and
waa [n the hands of the judiclary com-
mitte, In the orlginal bill sections one
and two rend 15,000 inhabitants instead
of 1,500 Inhabitants, the enrolling clerks
leavlog off one olpher, aither carelossly
or to ascommodate themselves ora friend,
The way the 1w stands now nearly every
county in the state would have a register
¢f deeds, and in mus! countles it wounld

Lo a starvation pesition. 1t will probably
ba necesssry to get some kind of a dect-
sion out of the soprome court, It Is
doublful whether a test case can be had
before 1tis time for the commissioners
to Irsoe their electlon proulamation
snd in order to got the concl's declsion {t
will be neceszary to submit the matter to
the court soon alter thelr sitting In
Apgust. Touchlpg the polut st lssue
the cocretary of atate cltes the followlng
case, to be found In Nebraska raporta,
volome 9, pege 462, The text fe:

Faray objected to, and made a short
speech, scoring the commlittee a little for
attempting to saddle a responsibility on
the marshal which belonged to them,
snd which he thought they ought to as-
sume, Mr. Loeder thereupon took ocon-
slon to “‘glve away" several little things.
He told In part the evidenoce that was
brought out when they hada Hinche's
oase up and made quite a minute state-
ment, also of the detective who shadowed
Hinche, and of the notes {hat said detec-
tive bad made. He asserted in these
notes It was stated that the officar bad
been soon at  his place drinking with
Furay, and down at Mr. Ford’s place
taking a drink or two with Mr, Thrane.
That statement bronght Mr. Thrane to
his feet, with s positlve denial. He had
never been guilty of beiog drunk
or under the lnfluence of
llquor in hls life, and forthermore, was
opposed to this clty being guarded by
police officers who cannot refrain from
getting drank or going to slsep when on
daty. Menera, Ford and Loe and Behm
